weekly insurance publication. 

| Jn 1916, the table shows, the 
homicide rate in St. Louis was 16.4 
for every 100,000 population. In 
1911 to 1915, inclusive, the rate was 
14.3, and in 1906 to 19190, inclusive, 
11.6. 

As in former years, Memphis las' 
year had the highest homicide rate 
among American cities. Its rate was 
89.9 to the 100,000, as compared with 
70.6 in the preceding 5-year period 
and 74 in the 5 years before that.

U. S. Officials Have No Knowledge 

of So-Called Secret Treaty. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Ameri- 
can officials said today they had no 
knowledge of the so-called secret 
treaty between Russia and Japan, 
described in the Petrograd dis- 
patches, but they considered that to 
describe it as contemplating ‘“‘joint 
armed demonstration against Ameri- 
ca and Great Britain in the Far 
Rast” was not borne out by the text 
of the published articles. 

There is a possibility that the 
treaty referred to is the special con- 
vention concluded between Russia 
and Japan at about the same time as 
the so-called secret treaty. 
generally assumed here that the

as being to safeguard the rights of 
Japan and Russia in the Far East; 
to reconcile all outstanding issues be- 
tween them and generally to follow 
the lines of the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance. 

At the time it was supposed that 
the secret articles provided for the 
sale by Russia to Japan of all of the 
Manchurian railroads south of Har- 
bin; the transfer to Japan of navi- 
gation rights in the Sugar? River and 
the extension of fishing rights off 
the coast of Siberia. 

It is improbable that the United 
States Government alone will make 
any effort to obtain an explanation 
of the meaning and purpose of these 
secret articles from the principals, 
but it is rather expected that one of 
the *other of them voluntarily will 
come forward with a statement in 
that line.

New Burdens for Allies. 

The necessity of sending troops to 
Italy and the Russian armistice, the 
Premier said, had increased the anx- 
ieties of the allies, and cast further 
obligations on them. 

“It is therefore absolutely neces- 
sary,’ he declared, “for the security 
of our armies and our country and 
for the defense of our allies that this 
country should make greater sacri- 
fices in order to strengthen the 
armies in the field during the coming 
year.”’

whence there is a stretch of hills be- 
tween Lim and the level plain, Monte 
Asolone is the last of the heights 
in that section with an altitude of 
more than 4000 feet high, and snow- 
less, except during a severe winter.

Bates said, in his opinion, that the 
local assessment authorities had ao 
‘urisdiction over the franchise values 
of railroads, street railways, tele- 
graph and telephone companies, and 
that the State Board of Equalization 
should assess these. But as to other 
“quasi-public corporations,” he said 
that their franchises were taxable by 
the city, and he further said it was 
the duty of the city assessor to as- 
sess the franchises at their true val- 
ue, whether the companies made a 


voluntary return on them or not. 
These ‘quasi-public corporations” 
clearly included the Union Electric 


and the others now in guestion. 

The records of the Assessor's of- 
fice, including those of the city Board 
of Equalization, were not accessibic 
at the city hall, and it was said that 
some of the volumes had been lost 
However, the 
records of the Union Electric Co. 
contain what.purports to be a copy 
of the minutes of the meeting of the 
local Board of Equalization of 1902, 
at which the question’ of franchise 
assessment came up. 

This copy of the minutes shows 
that the question of assessing fran. 
chise values came before the board 
tor final action, and that the board 
adopted a resolution providing that 
“all corporations which pay a return 
of 5 per cent on their gross earnings, 
to the City of St. Loutls for their 
privileges, have that amount credit- 
ed to them on their city taxes.”

HOOVER, REED AND SUGAR. 

George H. Earle of Philadelphia, an independent 
refiner competing successfully with the Sugar 
Trust, has made a statement that will be found 
helpful in judging of the criticisms of Mr. Hoover 
by President Spreckels of the Federal Refining 
Co. 

So far as Mr. Spreckels’ testimony before Sen- 
ator Reed's committee was intelligible to the gen- 
eral public, he charged that the sugar defi- 
ciencies in states east of the Mississippi were 
not only unnecessary, but easily avoidable and 
were due to inept handling of the situation by the 
Food Administrator. 

He attributed the shortage to the fact that huge 
quantities of beet and Hawaliar cane sugar are 
being held in the West and to the further fact 
that the price to be paid for raw sugar in Cuba, 
$6.90, had been fixed too low. The consequence, 
he said, was that great amounts of Cuban raw 
sugar had gone to countries other than the United 
States, many shipments passing through Ameri- 
can territory to Canadian refineries, which pay 
a higher price. 

An inference was that. officials of the Sugar 
Trust acting on Mr. Hoover’s committee had 
manipulated matters to the disadvantage of the 
independents. At least Mr. Spreckels’ own Fed- 
eral refinery, whose output might help in reliev- 
ing the shortage, is shut down because of in- 
ability, as he asserted, to obtain raw sugar, 


| though he had asked permission of Mr. Hoover 


to pay more than $6.90 for Cuban raw sugar 
under a promise to ask only the Hoover price for 
refined sugar. 

Mr. Earle points out divers inconsistencies in 
Mr. Spreckels’ statements. He says that in vari- 
ous negotiations among refiners looking to rea- 
sonable standardized prices for sugar, Mr. Spreck- 
les was invariably the last to agree. As a mem- 
ber himself of the Hoover committee on distribu- 
tion Mr. Spreckels must have known that sugar 
was held in the West adjacent to the place of 
production or importation to relieve strain on 
the railroads.

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SHALL LOCAL GOVERNMENT PASS? 

Because more than one-half of the states have 
adopted prohibition as a domestic policy, it is 
generally assumed that their ratification of the 
national amendment is assured. Yet it is con- 
ceivable that a State content to abide by its own 
regulations in this respect might hesitate to 
impose its will upon others.. 

The questions involved are not the same. When 
states for any reason enter upon such legislation 
they exercise an undisputed right of self-govern- 
ment. If they chose to restrict personal liberty 
they nevertheless retain all the agencies of en- 
forcement. By amending the Constitution they 
not only assail personal liberty in states unwill- 
ing to surrender it, but bring down upon them- 
selves as well as others the inquisitorial officers 
of a Government remote and not always re- 
Bponsive. 

With the police powers of the states weakened 
or destroyed, as is contemplated by this amend- 
ment, not much will be left of the American sys- 
tem of Government. The centralizers will not 
stop with the liquor traffic. Many other occu-
